Judge Pruitt 
not seeking 
re-election

Hickman County Judge Executive 
Greg Pruitt announced Monday 
morning that he will not be seeking 
another term after his current term 
expires at the end of this year. 

“This office demands the best that a 
person can give to it,” he said at the 
end of the Hickman County Fiscal 
Court meeting. 

Judge Pruitt, who suffers from 
hereditary spastic paraplegia, explained 
that after much consideration he has 
decided to devote more time and 
attention to his physical condition. He 
said that he had an opportunity to meet 
with the nation’s top doctor in the field 
at the Spastic Paraplegia Foundation’s 
National Convention in St. Louis, Mo. 
in June. 

The doctor asked Judge Pruitt what 
he did for a living and about his daily 
tasks, then recommended retirement 
so that he could spend more time in 
the gym which will help sustain his 
mobility. 

“When I filed for re-election in 
November, I thought I was at a point 
where I could spend another term 
here,” he said. After more consideration 
and prayer, he made the decision not to 
seek another term. 

Pruitt, who has served as Hickman 
County Judge Executive for more than

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Ambulance funding closer with HB 188

Hickman County EMS is a step 
closer to achieving a stable funding 
platform as House Bill 188 has made 
it onto the agenda at Kentucky’s 
General Assembly. 

Hickman County Judge Executive 
Greg Pruitt announced at Monday 
morning’s fiscal court meeting that 
the bill had been drafted concerning 
the need to add the ambulance 
service’s subscription fees to the 
annual tax bill. 

Currently, KRS 273.401 allows 
subscription fees of fire departments 
to be added to property tax bills, 
but not that of ambulance services. 
HB 188 proposes to amend KRS 


273.401 so that the same action may 
be taken to secure adequate funding 
for an ambulance service. 

Hickman County EMS has 
struggled over the past two years to 
obtain funding as the number of paid 
ambulance runs drops each year. In 
2012, the Hickman County Fiscal 
Court and the City of Clinton have 
made regular contributions to keep 
the ambulance service going. 

In early 2013, the City of Clinton 
stopped making regular contributions 
to the ambulance service, citing a 
tight budget, and questions arose 
as to how the ambulance service 
would be funded. The voluntary 
dues program had failed as many 
residents did not see the need to pay 


for a service that they would receive 
whether they paid or not. 

Local officials and first-responders 
began brainstorming for possible 
solutions, the most promising of 
which was an across-the-board 
ambulance tax that would create 
a new taxing district with the 
ambulance service and tax property 
owners county-wide to sustain 
the vital service. Though this was 
seemingly the most feasible solution, 
it was still seen as unfair with all of 
the funding for the service laid on 
property owners. 

After the ordinance to create 
an ambulance taxing district in 
Hickman County had been drafted 
and had undergone its first public 


reading, the Hickman County Fiscal 
Court found ways to scrape up 
enough money from their general 
fund to keep the ambulance service 
operating for another year. 

In the meantime, Judge Pruitt 
worked with State Representative 
Steven Rudy and State Senator Stan 
Humphries about the possibility of 
passing a bill to allow ambulance 
dues to be added to the tax bill. As 
the General Assembly meets this 
month, that vision has become a 
reality and now awaits a vote. 

If House Bill 188 passes through 
the General Assembly, it should 
provide a stable funding mechanism 
for Hickman County EMS for the 
foreseeable future.

Hickman County Judge Executive 
Greg Pruitt’s announcement that 
will not seek another term as judge 
executive has changed the atmosphere 
for the upcoming election. 

Judge Pruitt made his announcement 
at the Hickman County Fiscal Court 
meeting Monday morning, and by 
noon the candidate filings in County 
Clerk Jimbo Berry’s office looked a 
lot different than they did at the end 
of last week. 


At the Columbus City Council 
meeting on Monday night, Mayor 
Richard Frizzell signed the first 
resolution of the year on behalf of the 
city. Resolution 2014-1 was brought to 
the council to fund a scattered housing 
project that the city has been working 
toward for several months. 

Consultant Martha Campbell of 
Hickman was present at the meeting 
to explain the process that the city 
must go through to qualify for this 
block program. Said resolution is 
titled The Resolution of the Board of 
Commission of the City of Columbus 
Kentucky Authorizing the Filing of 
an Application for a Community 
Development Block Grant Application 
for a Scattered Site Housing Project. 

It states that the City of Columbus 
officials feel that it would be in the 
public interest to avail the city of 
assistance provided under the program 
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to obtain a General Master’s Degree in 
Agriculture. 

Lock is engaged to Brett Mitchell, 
also of Hickman County, and their 
wedding is planned for May 23. 

She graduated from Hickman 
County High School in 2011, and was 
one of the first students to take full 
advantage of Falcon Academy, a dual 


Hickman County Jailer Chad 
Frizzell, who had previously filed 
for election to another term as jailer, 
filled out paperwork to file for judge 
executive as soon as the meeting 
adjourned. 

“It’s always been my goal to be 
judge executive one day,” Frizzell 
said. 

Joey McGee also filed on Monday 
to run for the office of judge executive. 
More are expected to file for the race, 


in securing funds for a scattered 
housing project when 2014 funds are 
made available. 

The resolution listed three points 
the council agreed upon and Mayor 
Frizzell approved. First point is that an 
application requesting assistance from 
the department for Local Government 
be submitted once funds become 
available. Second, that a certified 
grant administrator be procured to 
act as the city’s agent in coordinating 
the application and subsequent work, 
and third, that Mayor Frizzell be 
authorized to sign the application for 
the said funds in his capacity as mayor 
of the City of Columbus, Kentucky. 

Campbell will be assisting the City 
of Columbus throughout the year, 
assuring that every step is taken to 
help improve the living situation for 
citizens who meet the guidelines to 
qualify for housing. The process is an 
ongoing challenge that both Campbell 
and Mayor Frizzell believe will

Statewide 
smoking 
ban likely

Many places in western Kentucky 
still allow public smoking in 
designated areas. In Clinton, 
smoking in restaurants has always 
been permitted. With limited local 
dining options, business owners 
have little choice but to let people 
smoke freely, whether they agree 
with it or not, to prevent losing 
customers. 

Ruby Faye’s restaurant is among 
these businesses. Owner Gordon 
Samples told sources, “We allow 
smoking in one room (there are 
two dining rooms at the restaurant). 

1 would prefer no smoking, but 
question the government trying to 
dictate every area of our lives.” 

Nicky McClanahan, owner of 
Nicky’s BBQ in Clinton, stated he 
did not care if someone smoked 
in his business, saying that the 
restaurant has three exterior 
doors and is well ventilated. He 
personally does not like smoking 
or care for the secondhand effects, 
but he would not ask a customer 
to refrain from smoking in his 
business unless a statewide law 
banned it. 

2014 is the fourth year Kentucky 
lawmakers are pressing for a 
statewide smoke-free law. This 
year marks the 50 th anniversary of 
the first U.S. Surgeon General’s 
report on smoking, and lawmakers 
in Frankfort are hoping to be 
successful in banning smoking in 
public. 

Today, by a poll of more than 

2 to 1, Kentucky adults support 
a smoking ban in public places, 
including restaurants and bars. 
Results from the latest Kentucky 
Health Issue Poll indicated that 
a statewide smoking ban was 
favored by 65 percent and opposed 
by 29 percent of Kentuckians. The 
poll was conducted from October 
25 through November 26 by the 
Institute for Policy Research at 
the University of Cincinnati. 
Susan Zepeda, president and CEO 
of the Foundation for a Healthy 
Kentucky, sponsored the poll 
with Interact for Health, formerly 
the Health Foundation of Greater 
Cincinnati. 

Research showed that the largest

shifts in votes occurred 
between Democrats and 
independents, in western 
Kentucky, northern 

Kentucky, and the Lexington 
area. Zepeda stated, “It’s 
not a partisan issue. It’s 
become a health issue.” 
Democrats jumped 10 
points in the latest poll for 
supporting a smoking ban, 
while Republicans stayed 
steady at 64 percent. Among 
independents, 57 percent 
supported the proposed law, 
up from 44 percent the year 
before. 

Kentucky leads the nation 
in percentage of adults and 
children who smoke and in 
lung cancer and deaths from 
it. When asked if cigarettes 
are the leading factor in the 
state’s poor health status, 
Zepeda replied, “It is a 
strong contributing factor.” 

While increasing 

supportive polls indicate 
that Kentuckians are starting 
to change their opinions on 
smoking bans, the ongoing 
challenge remains getting the 
Senate on board to pass the 
bill. Some elected officials 
feel that it should not be up 
to the government to stop 
citizens from running their 
businesses as they please. 

Zepeda said business 
owners who oppose local 
smoking ordinances or 
health-board regulations 


because they fear losing 
customers to adjoining 
areas without such bans 
might prefer a state law. 
The Kentucky Chamber 
of Commerce favors it, 
mainly as a way to reduce 
employers’ health costs. 

Zepeda stated that as 
federal health reform uses 
tax dollars to bring health 
coverage to more people, 
more taxpayers may see 
the benefits of measures 
to discourage smoking. 
Kentucky is among the 
states expanding medical 
program to households with 
incomes up to 138 percent 
of the federal poverty line; 
the federal government will 
pay the entire cost of that 
until 2017, when the state 
will start paying increasing 
shares, topping out at 10 
percent in 2020.

Lucky that it was the 
garage. Pushing water from 
the concrete floor was easier 
than if it had been the carpet 
or hardwood floors. 

The pipes to the upstairs 
bathrooms had never frozen 
before. I guess we assumed 
since the pipes were in heated 
areas that they were safe. We 
found out that the insulation 
was insufficient and that the 
pipes that burst were full of 
solid ice. 

I would think most of our 
readers experienced some 
difficulties with the freezing 
temperatures. There are 


probably horror stories out 
there of much worse. At least 
it was not an ice storm and we 
maintained electricity and gas 
heat throughout the ordeal. 

The day of inconvenience 
with no water (while the 
pipes were being repaired) 
reminded me of days of my 
youth when the well pump 
went out and we didn’t have 
the money to repair it. We 
found water wherever we 
could. Luckily, a sister had 
city water and we could fill 
gallon jugs and cart them to 
the house. 

We are thinking of getting 
some more gallon jugs and 
filling with water in case this 
happens again. 

What about the 300,000 
people in West Virginia who 
are without safe drinking 
water because of the chemical 
spill? I now have an inkling of 
what they are going through. 

Water: it is one of those 
niceties that we take for 
granted. We don’t miss it 
until it is no longer available. 

I hope everyone survived 
that freeze and that we don’t 
have another one like it for at 
least another 20 years. Next 
time we hope to be better 
prepared.

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Flu now 
spread 
through 
county

The state Department for 
Public Health said last Tuesday 
that influenza in Kentucky 
has gone beyond regional 
breakouts to being widespread, 
the highest level in the official 
rankings. Local physician Dr. 
Bruce Smith agrees that the flu 
is especially bad this year. 

“We’ve been seeing a lot of 
patients with the flu over the 
past two weeks,” he said on 
Monday. According to Smith, 
those who have taken the flu 
vaccine have a much better 
chance of avoiding the flu, and 
symptoms are mitigated if they 
do get sick. 

“The sickest people who 
have been in here didn’t have 
a flu shot,” he said. Smith says 
that the flu shot has been very 
effective this year and it isn’t 
too late to get vaccinated. 

Smith also recommended 
that patients visit their doctor 
as soon as flu-like symptoms 
appear. He said if a flu patient 
can get into the doctor’s office 
within the first 36 hours, 
Tamiflu can be prescribed and 
is very effective at mitigating 
symptoms. “It has side effects 
though, and it’s expensive,” he 
said, stating that the decision to 
take Tamiflu is one that he and 
the patient arrive at together. 

The following is an excerpt 
from Kentucky Health News: 

The federal Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention suggest that young 
people might be the ones most 
affected by the flu this year, 
Kelly Cantrall of The News- 
Enterprise in Elizabethtown 
reports. 

People older than 65 are 
usually considered at highest 
risk for the flu, but because 
the most common strain of flu 
this year is the H1N1 virus, 
which caused the pandemic 
in 2009 and sickened children 
and young adults more than 
seniors, the CDC is warning 
young people of their increased 
risk. 

Why is this particular virus 
harder on young people? One 
theory is that seniors have 
already been exposed to the 
strain and have more immunity, 
Wendy Keown, director 
of community outreach at 
Lincoln Trail District Health 
Department, told Cantrall. 

Keown recommends that 
people should get a flu 
vaccination, wash their hands 
frequently, seek medical 
treatment if symptoms arise, 
and not go to work or school 
if infected. 

The CDC has reported some 
severe flu cases in the nation 
among young and middle-aged 
adults with both hospitalizations 
and deaths occurring, 
Cantrall reports. Four child 
deaths have been reported. 

The CDC says every American 
at least 6 months of age should 
get a flu vaccine this season, 
and says that is particularly 
important for the following 
people: 

People who are at high 
risk of developing serious 
complications, such as 
pneumonia, if they get sick 
with the flu 

People who have certain 
medical conditions including 
asthma, diabetes, and chronic 
lung disease 

Pregnant women 

Children younger than 5, 
especially those younger than 2 

People 65 and older 

People who live with, or 
care for, others who are at 
high risk of developing serious 
complications 

Household contacts and 
caregivers of people with 
certain medical conditions 
including asthma, diabetes, and 
chronic lung disease 

Household contacts and 
caregivers of infants less than 
6 months old
